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back in our CBS news election headquarters let's look at that popular vote with something over five percent 
of the precincts in Kennedy is holding on to his very narrow lead 1 million eight hundred and sixty thousand 
votes to Nixon's 1 million seven hundred and forty nine thousand votes might be pointed out for the first time 
Kennedy has gone more than a hundred thousand votes ahead of Vice President Nixon this evening Nixon 
jumped off to an early lead at this evening but now is holding on just barely holding on as Kennedy seems to 
be lengthening his lead that the percentages the Kennedy has gone to 52 percent of that popular vote over 
48 percent for Vice President Nixon he was holding 51 to 49 up until just a moment ago in the electoral vote 
Kennedy has 210 electoral votes now to Nixon's hundred and ninety five those are states in which they are 
leading and of course they're very scattered returns from most of those states only Connecticut has been 
declared definitely in the Kennedy column up to this time let's take a look now at the eastern portion of the 
united states charles collingwood is the majordomo of the east charles wall there it looks as though pretty 
soon now we'll put Vermont over in the Nixon camp with 18% in Nixon is leading Kennedy surprisingly 
narrowly 9,000 to 7600 but he's leading it and that's increasing now we're just beginning to get some returns 
in from the big states as the polls in Pennsylvania have closed Nixon is ahead in Pennsylvania as of now but 
concealed in those figures are some from precincts in the city of Philadelphia where Senator Kennedy is 
running better than to the one ahead of Nixon now the Democrats figure they'll have to come out of 
Philadelphia with 200 to 225 thousand to carry that the state of 
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thousand to carry that the state of Pennsylvania and from those little returns it looks as though Kennedy is 
doing very well in there nothing from New York yet the polls won't close for a while New Jersey New Jersey 
is another very tight state in the East Nixon has jumped out to a lead of 12,000 to 9,000 not very many 
precincts reporting and they're coming from Republican counties like Bergen County New Hampshire 
Kennedy is ahead with 5% of the votes in that's coming in from some of the bigger towns where their voting 
machines and that is subject to change as any result with only 5% is of course in Massachusetts Senator 
Kennedy has bounced out to the lead which you might expect him to do in his own home state seven 
thousand two two thousand Marilyn's Kennedy is ahead in this close state Baltimore these are fairly heavy 
returns from Baltimore but interestingly enough Nixon is not winning some of the counties downstate that 
Eisenhower won very heavily before he's winning them that is by much reduced majorities Maryland looks as 
though it's going to be a close one Maine is surprisingly close that's actually been see-sawing Nixon is ahead 
there but Kennedy is close on his heels some more some more from Philadelphia which continue to show 
Kennedy more than two the one ahead in the city of Philadelphia Connecticut the only thing interesting in 


Connecticut is to see how much Kennedy is going to win it by he's about 80,000 out ahead now here's our 
first return from the big state of New York 144 for Nixon 66 for Kennedy doesn't say where it came from and 
that doesn't mean much but we'll be getting New York pretty soon Walter okay Charles and Charles | don't 
know maybe | was buried some other figures here | just had one handed to me that correspondent down in 
Baltimore uh says that it looks as if Kennedy is going to leave Baltimore sixty to seventy thousand did you 
have that well | had that earlier from small returns 
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| had that earlier from small returns and that's what they figure he has the Hat they figure he has to get out of 
there with sixty thousand sixty thousand about on target at the moment just about in those counties those 
small counties rural counties are going for Nixon but by nowhere nearly as much as they want Verizon all 
right keep an eye on it we'll be back very shortly will do let's take a look at the popular board with the 
climbing right close to the two million mark for both of the candidates Kennedy with 1 million nine fifty one 
nine seven eight now and Nixon with 1 million eight hundred and nineteen thousand on the electoral vote 
Kennedy has moved up to two hundred and fifty in the states in which he is leading just nineteen short of 
what would be necessary if he could hold onto all of those throughout the evening to win the electoral college 
account Pennsylvania has just flopped over into the Kennedy column on the basis of the early returns from 
Pennsylvania with its big block of thirty two electoral votes Stuart Nolan's how is the Middle West going well 
we're beginning to get some votes now Walter in Illinois Kennedy is pulling well ahead of Nixon but that 
basically is is Chicago Territory Cook County territory and the percentages on this one are very interesting 
because Kennedy is now approximately 69 percent lead over Nixon that includes only part of of Cook County 
and Kennedy needs only 60 percent therefore he's running ahead of what he needs in order to carry the 
state that's the situation in Illinois in Indiana with still only a small part of the state reporting 12% you have 
the phosphorus that you see there on the presidential iowa there's very little of anything in on the Kansas 
vote where we have a sizable vote Nixon with his 96,000 approximately and Kennedy with his 54,000 this 
vote includes rural and middle sized cities including Topeka Wichita and Kansas City have not yet been 
heard from in it to any extent that basically Democratic areas Kennedy needs 65 percent lead in Topeka 
Wichita and Kansas City he's not only about 36% so

are going to do in the presidential race Michigan there's very little coming up yet in Minnesota very little 
Missouri very little so far no trends established same thing in Nebraska North Dakota we have very little in 
Ohio we've got some votes on a basis of 7% of the precincts you can judge what is happening by what 
returns have been coming out of Cuyahoga County that's basically the Cleveland area it's a democratic area 
it has put Kennedy in the lead but so far not enough in the lead to carry the rest of the states these votes 
include the rural suburban areas which are Republican basically the Republicans say that they will be in 
trouble if Kennedy gets 150,000 lead over Nixon in Cuyahoga County the Democrats insist that they have 
250,000 which is more than they need but so far we haven't seen it so we like to watch that one come on 
Oklahoma most of these reports are interesting because they come from basically democratic areas and 
they show Nixon in the lead South Dakota nothing and in Wisconsin Nixon is in the lead and this is following 
pretty much the pattern established by Eisenhower in the last two elections that's it Walter okay stew senator 
Kennedy has just gone over the two million mark in the popular vote he's got two million 36,000 of Nixon's 1 
million 885 thousand with more than 5 percent of the nation's precincts counted it's Kennedy 250 an electoral

couldn't keep the voters from the polls in the middle west it rained in some areas in the East that has been 
fairly clear and the indications are for a record vote more than 67 million ballots cast in this 1960 presidential 
race to determine whether vice president Richard Milhous Nixon the 47 year old California lawyer or John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy a 43 year-old accion of the famed Kennedy family of Massachusetts shall be the next 
occupant of the White House the 34th occupant of the White House and generally listed as the 35th 
president since Grover Cleveland served two terms not consecutively in the popular vote Nixon had just 
reached the two million figure with two million a 3600 Kennedy now two million one hundred and fifty seven 
thousand nine hundred more than six percent of the precincts counted let's check in with the southern tier of 
states and Charles Kuralt Charles holder is expected Alabama and Arkansas appear to be safely in the 
Kennedy column on the basis of just a few scattered returns Florida is still giving every sign of 
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Florida is still giving every sign of being a very close race in Georgia Kennedy has taken the lead voting in 
Georgia is going according to historic patterns and it appears that Kennedy will carry that state to give you an 
idea of how close this race in Kentucky really is we've just received an almost complete vote from Louisville 
the vote there now stands one hundred six thousand six hundred for Kennedy one hundred six thousand two 
hundred for Nixon Kentucky is still a doubt there aren't any votes in from Louisiana yet in Mississippi 
Kennedy is running well ahead of Nixon but the unpledged group of electors is just in the last few seconds 
taken a lead in Mississippi this is the group which would like to throw this election into the House of 
Representatives in the event of a close vote tonight and it's a very closely Dover over the Kennedy group 
North Carolina appears safe for Kennedy he's well ahead there South Carolina has just been claimed by 
Senator Henry Jackson the Democratic National Chairman for Kennedy they had almost given up hope of 
winning South Carolina but he says on the basis of this slim lead that they're going to now that may be 
premature we'll have to wait and see a lot of these states in the south are very very close here's Tennessee 
where Nixon has now taken a lead but most of these votes you have to remember come from eastern 
Tennessee the Republican section first scattered returns are just beginning to come in for Texas nothing 
certain as yet in Virginia Nixon has taken the expected lead and none of these votes yet come from 


Richmond where Nixon is supposed to run very well finally West Virginia Kennedy slightly ahead he's 
expected to carry West Virginia without the trouble that's a complete rundown on this board Charles we just 
heard from Los Angeles from Vice President Nixon's election night headquarters and ambassador hotel 
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night headquarters and ambassador hotel out there that his aides say he remains confident of victory on the 
basis of these early returns Pierre Salinger the new secretary for Vice President Kennedy says that they are 
very encouraged by the returns in Connecticut and grateful to the margin that the people of Connecticut have 
given them over up to the IBM data center Howard Kay Smith has been wielding the whip on that IBM 709 T 
again Howard what's a telling you the Walter I've been wielding the whip but it hasn't been obeying me it's 
been very hard indeed to predict this election and people who've had a lot of experience in predicting say 
this one so far has been unusually difficult on our graph we've had to jump back and forth across the line 
from Kennedy to Nixon in fact several times so we hesitate to make a prediction now we're going to wait until 
we have a few more statistics that we can rely on to distinguish a national trend we would like to say to 
people in the West where polls have not closed that the statistics here do not decide the election only people 
who vote do and we do not guarantee the results that we put out here all we can guarantee is that the man 
that most of the American voters vote for will be President tomorrow now there are a couple of trends from 
the South that our machine is computed that may be of some interest in the south Kennedy has been 
running 16% better than al Smith did in 1928 but he has been running 3% less well than Stevenson did in 
1956 well that's all we have here now when we have a more solid forecast we'll be delighted to give it to you 
okay Howard let us know and we'll call you in a vice president Nixon has just dropped to 47 percent of the 
popular vote Kennedy has two million three hundred eighty-five thousand as you see there Nixon too 
180,000 the figures going up even as we watch the Board Kennedy now 2 million 391 Nixon two million 182 
but in the percentages Kennedy was holding to a 52% margin of that electoral vote out of 
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margin of that electoral vote out of that popular vote rather and he has now gone to 53% with Nixon at 47% 
in the electoral vote it remains the same as it did some three or four minutes ago when we last read the 
board for you Kennedy has 249 Nixon 201 Kennedy needs 269 for election Nixon needs the same number of 
course the 269 of the total 537 electoral votes cast by the fifty states six states as we have said earlier 
reported to you may very well hold this balance of power tonight then here's Doug with that board again to 
give you a rundown of how they're going Doug right Walter nothing very conclusive you have to accept it at 
this moment senator Kennedy is leading in four of the six and Vice President Nixon in one let's interesting

you've already heard Chicago Kennedy is leading by about 70 percent of that vote he needed only 60 to be 
reasonably sure according to the Democrats of carrying the state of Illinois that these returns are fractional 
and it remains to be seen whether they will continue as the downstate votes from Illinois begin to come in 
and generally they are reasonably 
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and generally they are reasonably Republican in the state of Ohio 7% of the votes are in and the situation 
there of course is that the votes are coming from Cleveland mainly and other scattered precincts throughout 
the state in Franklin County which is the county of Columbus there is a very heavy vote and it's slowing down 
the count Franklin County in Ohio normally is more Republican than the rest of the state if Nixon gets 55% of 


the vote in Franklin County it's a good sign for him in Ohio what about Texas the vote they're about 4% of the 
state of Texas is in the Democrats now have 59% of that vote and they've claimed that they'd get 53% if they 
got it well that would be enough but that's only 4% they say they're ahead and things look good at this 
moment in Illinois very scattered returns from Upstate and they show that the electoral votes go for Nixon 
here at this moment nothing diss | see of course now back to Walter Cronkite now | have something from 
Hyannis Port Bobby Kennedy who has been helping manage the campaign of his brother for the presidency 
just told Sam Jaffe or CBS correspondent that he thinks things look very good | must say and from Puerto

is going to do in the South he's doing fine in the South he's going to carry for example South Carolina we're 
behind now but the rural boats not in we're doing well in North Carolina | was confident we would carry North 
Carolina we're going to carry Florida so we're pleased with the results so far out of the south and what about 
New York State he'll carry New York State by a good margin and Pennsylvania we just had a report from 
congressman bill green the chairman in Philadelphia he indicates that we're carrying Philadelphia around 
200,000 which is more than Apple to carry Pennsylvania for Senator Kennedy thank you very much senator 
Jackson and now back to Walter Cronkite and on the popular account 7% of the precincts have now been 
counted across the states a little bit more than 7% to give Kennedy two million six hundred and three 
thousand and Nixon a two million four hundred and seventeen thousand and on the electoral vote Kennedy 
has moved up to two hundred and fifty three with the addition of the first returns from South Dakota giving 


him four electoral votes so he now shows with two hundred and fifty three electoral votes to the two hundred 
and four electoral votes for Nixon all of these except in Connecticut are on the basis of very scattered returns 
as we said the United Press is giving Massachusetts to Kennedy but 
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giving Massachusetts to Kennedy but that's on the basis of scarcely one percent of the vote in 
Massachusetts although the state is almost certainly included in the Kennedy column the percentage of vote 
is 52% for Kennedy now a forty eight percent for Nixon in the race for the Senate of the the Senate in the 
Congress meeting in January Democrats now lead in states that would give them seventeen Senate seats 
that's in four more than the thirteen and a fairly safe southern and border seats that they counted on the 
Republicans in the Eden States that would give them nine Senate seats in the makeup of the new Senate if 
that holds throughout the evening we can credit thirty two seats in the new Senate to the Republicans and 61 
seats to the Democrats in that new senate meeting in january we'll be continuing our national election 
coverage but now let's pause for the latest local returns across the nation for those of us you who are 
remaining are those of you who are meeting with us those of us who are remaining with you too let's take a 
look now at the West Board with the grant Holcomb grant well Walter just a dab of returns here because in 
some parts of the West way out there Nome Alaska they'll be voting for another five hours at least have the 
opportunity to but we do have reports from 7 of the 13 western states and this is the situation in those seven 
states where we have the returns let's start first with California Vice President Nixon leading by just one vote 
the most interesting set of returns that we have so far over here in Colorado at this hour in 1956 Eisenhower 
was leading Stevenson by just 100 votes in Colorado 
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Stevenson by just 100 votes in Colorado we had at that time only 2500 votes in Eisenhower had 1400 votes 
Stevenson 1,300 votes in Colorado at 9 o'clock just about the same time 1956 now let's move down to 
panels to the state of Idaho and then take a quick look at some of the other panels as you can see Nixon is 
leading Kennedy by just one vote but let's take a look at this Idaho report because it's very interesting it 
comes from the same precinct that in 1956 voted overwhelmingly for President Eisenhower President 
Eisenhower in 1956 from this Idaho precinct received 26 votes this time split almost even Vice President 
Nixon getting the 1 vote now over on the next panel Montana it's four electoral votes Nixon leading there by 
two that's the first report we've had from Montana next to it Nevada Nevada is a Kennedy State at this 
moment 57 votes more than Vice President Nixon incidentally some of those votes for Senator Kennedy 
come from a town in Nevada called Nixon it's a town that's on a Paiute Indian Reservation and the Paiute 
Indians in Nevada this reservation at the town of Nixon gave their votes to Kennedy next to Nevada the state 
of New Mexico and there is one where vice-president Nixon is leading by sixty nine votes nothing in from 
Oregon yet but let's go down two panels to the state of Utah the state of Utah it is Vice President Nixon 
leading Kennedy by four votes now those are all of the returns that we have in from the West at the present 
time the voting out there will continue especially in the big state of California for an other hour until seven 
o'clock in most of the state until 8 o'clock in San Francisco the polls close in San Francisco at 8 
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polls close in San Francisco at 8 o'clock but San Francisco is one of two counties in California it manages to 
get its entire vote on voting machines so we will have some very rapid returns from San Francisco once the 
polls closed there we also are looking for some rapid returns very shortly in the state of Arizona Arizona has 
better than half the state on voting machines in a county of Maricopa County and in the county of Pima 
voting machines and those are the two most populous counties in Arizona and that's the story in the West

the time Kennedy will be the youngest man ever elected to the presidency if these returns that carry out the 
fact that he is to be the next president of the United States Stewart ovens how are things looking in the 
Middle West in this situation the big Cook County vote is coming in very very rapidly we've got 6% of the total 
state vote and this really is a contest between conservatives and political conservatism downstate in Illinois 
and probably what is the best democratic machine in the United States that's one around Chicago which is 
run basically by Mayor Daley of Chicago Kennedy is being helped in the state here by a very strong support 
from Senator Douglas and also from Colonel who's running against an apparently weak incumbent governor 
Stratton in Indiana Nixon is running well ahead of Kennedy we've just been on the telephone to some of the 
key professional people in Indiana and they say there appears now to be very little question about what's 
going to happen to the state that Nixon has it some of the other state the state races possibly 
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other state the state races possibly could go Democratic in Ohio we move down Ohio with its 25 electoral 
votes Kennedy is leading as you can see from the figures on the board those figures started in the Cleveland 
area and Cuyahoga County the returns now include heavy Democratic areas in Mahoning County that's 
Youngstown Steel area there's a very high degree of unemployment which normally would go to Kennedy 
but that still is a very definite contest in Cuyahoga County Kennedy has 74 percent it was figured that if he 
got 60% of that he'd be alright so he appears to be all right at the moment but certainly nobody is going to 
make any concessions in Ohio for a long time to come tonight that about wraps it up here the rest of the 
figures are very small very insignificant really in terms of the precincts which have been returned Walter 
Kennedy's just Kennedy just holding on to that 200-thousand lead as you see on the board it's switching 
every few seconds but three million two hundred and three thousand for Kennedy now a two million nine 
hundred and twenty-three thousand for Nixon and in these last figures just posted it's stretching the Kennedy 
a lead just a a small bit there's another posting for three million to thirty six thousand for Kennedy with two 
million nine hundred and fifty six thousand for Nixon and the Kennedy lead has stretched just a mite there 


Kennedy now has two hundred and fifty three electoral votes with Ohio just having popped back into the 
Kennedy column with the 25 electoral votes to give him the 253 Nixon 204 of the 269 needed and now for

passed the 300 thousand mark in his margin over Vice President Nixon in the electoral vote Kennedy also is 
climbing for that magic figure of two hundred and sixty-nine on the basis of these very early returns 266

one thousand Kennedy with a hundred and twenty eight thousand those are mixed returns they're coming 
from predominantly Republican Bergen County and from predominantly Democratic Hudson County and that 
is still very much of a horse race incidentally senator case the Republican incumbent is running well ahead of 
his opponent mr. Lord 120,000 eighty-six thousand with nine percent of the votes in now New Hampshire this 
is an interesting state because most of the pollsters and experts were giving New Hampshire to senator 
Kennedy but with 10 percent of the precincts in mostly from cities to be sure Senator Kennedy is running 
almost to the one ahead of Vice President Nixon that's going to be an interesting one to watch 
Massachusetts well we gave Massachusetts senator Kennedy it's three to one now and a 4% of the 
precincts but that's his home state and everyone really concedes that to him but Marilyn it is a very close one 
Vice President Nixon is a now ahead in Maryland 177,000 to 165,000 but that's close even though 38% of

returns from many of the states very few of the states are anywhere near complete enough to make a firm 
prediction after this moment we just had a change on the electoral board let's take another look at it we're 
getting a change in Texas where Texas has switched out of the Kennedy column into the Nixon column with

Andrzej Jekyll may resigned in protest against the Gold's disposal of an Alger Korea that is self- 
governing territory now several more senior officials have offered their resignations and there are reports that 
once more the French army may become involved the army wants to keep Algeria part of France in London 
the United States and Britain and the West Indies have issued a joint communique dealing with the question 
of American military bases on West Indian soil the communique says that the United States is willing 
unconditionally to give up the major part of the bases area that it controls in the West Indies these are the

very similar states of Connecticut and Pennsylvania why Kennedy should have any trouble at all in taking 
New York and after all the big industrial states and most elections tend to run together they run in a pack he's 
also running ahead of most of the expectations in the south even though he's a Catholic and even though 
he's running on a very strong liberal civil rights platform so mr. Lyndon Johnson ought to be feeling at this 
point rather good about his own work in the southern states these computer machines have been back and 
forth nearly all evening giving us mostly what Sam Goldwyn used to call a definite maybe but in the last hour 
so they have firmed up they're all pretty 
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they have firmed up they're all pretty confident now of a Kennedy victory historically it ought to be pointed out 
that members of minority groups will tend to vote for a representative of a minority group even of a different 
minority group and this seems to be happening on this just matter one thing of course is sure that is both the 
House and the Senate will be democratic when this election is over and the new Congress takes place so 
Kennedy wins he has his own party to work with all the way down the line well he wins or not is something 
we can only guess that on the basis of what's been set by the machines and the estimates all of them now 
saying that Kennedy became all right Akeelah right Eric and the United Press now gives Oklahoma to a vice 
president of Nixon Loraine Oklahoma in the Nixon column on the popular vote we opposed to 14% of the 
vote now of Kennedy five million 527 Nixon four million nine hundred and five time now for Betty Furness on

disagree well | have been listening to the electronic computer and I've heard it go from 6 to 1 to 20 to 1 back 
to 15 to 1 and so on | think we should put all of those electronic computers in the junk pile so far as election 
returns are concerned of course the vice president expected Kennedy to pile up a big majority in the East 
Jake did he not that's right | think it was expected that mr. Kennedy do just what he did in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut and Rhode Island but these big states aren't in and | would say this Paul | think we all better 
get some cots and stay here | think this is going down to the wire it's a squeaker and we're gonna be here for 
a long while mr. hall one more point there's been a lot of reports already about polarization on the religious 
issue Catholic districts going heavily for Kennedy partisan districts playing a heavily for Nixon you see that 
yourself | haven't any comment on that because | haven't seen enough to indicate | think this is a real close 
election we all said it would be a closer - by the way Paul coming out on the plane someone took a poll of 
those on the plane with me we just got here and it was Nixon 61 Kennedy 21 so wait for these returns to 
come into the big states and it's gonna be a Nixon victory thank you very much mr. Leonard Hall this is Paul 
livin in the staff room at the Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles thank you well apparently Vice President 
Nixon's gonna get the airplane go it anyway according to Len Hall but in the rest of the country Senator 
Kennedy is still running ahead and as increased as margin to 54% as we said although after we reported that 
54 to show you how close this race is it dropped down to 53 again but popped back to 54 at this moment but 
16% of the precincts in now Kennedy has 6 million 93 a thousand votes to Nixon's 5 million 380,000 and in 
the electoral vote that would give Kennedy if he carries all the states where he's now leading 328 electoral 
votes Nixon 188

country now what's Stuart Noven giving us our guiding hands no right Walter it's a faltering hand because 
these returns keep going back and forth in many of the states but there are some now where we've got some 
friends in Illinois these City News Bureau which covers the Chicago and Cook County area reports that 
Kennedy should take the Illinois the whole state by a 90 to 100 thousand lead Cook County should give 
about 70 percent of the state's loads which means if that survey is correct and that projection is right it 
means that Kennedy will take Illinois that's still however is one to watch in Indiana we feel that Nixon has 
been elected the 13 electoral votes go into the Nixon column this includes parts of Marion County 
Indianapolis Lake County Gary and Hammond Democratic areas where there is very high unemployment 
Nixon was predicted to carry the state by perhaps two hundred thousand votes and he appears on the basis 


of the number of precincts now reporting to be well on his way with little chance of his being overtaken 
another place where we failed Nixon has been elected as in Kansas you can see the votes that are going up 
now Wichita Kansas City have not yet reported in but Kennedy needed in order to overtake the Nixon lead 
Kennedy needed to get 65 percent of Topeka Kansas City and Wichita he lost enough in Topeka sylheti 
cannot make it up in that what's 8 electoral votes from Kansas in the Nixon last in Missouri we have a 
situation with 14 percent of the votes counted which shows a real horse race in this state spite of the fact that 
kennedy appears to be ahead of nixon a moment going back and forth and it's one which we certainly want 
to call would not want to call at this stage of the game one more election in Oklahoma Nixon is considered 
far ahead the Democratic votes were already in and the eight electoral votes of Oklahoma go through 
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electoral votes of Oklahoma go through the Republicans that's it as a No and the popular vote Kennedy now 
has six million three hundred and seventeen thousand annex --an five million five hundred and eighty eight 
thousand with sixteen percent of the precincts counted lowa has gone back into the Republican column for 
with its ten electoral votes Maryland however has dropped back into the Kennedy column as as Ohio at the 
moment to give Kennedy 337 micro votes on Nixon 179 what may here is our man who as making himself an 
expert on the composition of the 1961 Congress the 87th Congress how doesn't look George let's say 
comments on the perversity of the American people | suppose that when Eisenhower President Eisenhower 
was asking for a Republican Congress in 58 hang on a biggest Democratic sweep ever now that Senator 
Kennedy seems to be leading the repeat Democrats are losing at the moment like out 11 seats that | believe 
the Democrats have lost | count none of the document seats that the Republicans have lost and | might add 
that almost all the Democratic seats that are being lost are Young Liberals who came in in a big liberal 
sweep of 1958 as far as the Senate's concerned it's a little hard to tell at this point it seems composition is 
exactly the same as before with the exception that Senator Kennedy seems to be pulling in his friend from 
Massachusetts mayor honored an old-timer senator salt stole at the moment looks like he's in trouble so at 
the moment the Senate balance looks like it's gonna be almost exactly as it was before when you count Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson pulling out we gonna say we do have an interesting situation there that if this 
Democratic ticket wins tonight there'll be two vacancies and the Democratic side of the Senate thanks to a 
victory here in November and another another thing when when senator Johnson pulls out he's going to 
leave a lot of very major committee chairmanships vacant there's gonna be a quick scramble which is going 
to be a change in the nature of the interior committee that 
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nature of the interior committee that very important committee which governs what senator Kennedy likes to 
call the New Starts it looks to me like after they've all made their choices Senator Henry Jackson of 
Washington a very liberal very Pro public power man is going to be chairman of Interior and that means a lot 
of New Starts will be welcomed by that committee if they're suggested by the president George | was just 
checking in my record book here and notice that since the Civil War only one two three four presidents have 
failed to carry enough House seats in presidential election through registered gains for their party at that time 
and they were McKinley to have Woodrow Wilson Eisenhower so so Kennedy if he wins tonight doesn't lose 
some seats in the house go down in the record books enjoy your little older than | am on the statistics Walter 
but | think this is just a reaction from the extremely liberal sweep of fifty-eight right thank you George I'll be 
checking back in on the congressional races in those excellent reports of yours a little later on now let's take

of the vote of course is coming in right now from upstate New York we have for instance complete returns 
from Rome and they give Kennedy a victory of 10,000 roughly 350 over Nixon with 7580 now the interesting 
thing about this is that Rome has voted right every time in this century and presidential races except in 1916 
and 1932 and then it was wrong by only a hundred and twenty-five votes in Syracuse that also is going at the 
moment for Kennedy this particular city has been rocked recently by local scandals involving the GOP city 
administration two percent of the vote in however and only two percent from New York as of now 
Pennsylvania we still haven't heard very much from the predominantly Republican Curtis counties outside of 
Philadelphia and in Pittsburgh you heard that details 
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Pittsburgh you heard that details generally on a file and Illinois from Stewart Mullins that's the way the big 
states exception of California nothing indicated there really yet much too early that's the picture wall an 
interesting sidelight in this election President Eisenhower voting for the last time as president of the United 
States his home and Gettysburg Pennsylvania this morning commented to the hoard of newsmen who 
watched him cast that historic vote that they would not be nearly so interested in his next vote in a 
presidential election well about the same time a former president Harry Truman who has been out of office 
for eight years was voting out in Independence Missouri and there were no newspaper men present only 
three photographers will be continuing our national election coverage and Alice pause for the latest local 
returns across the nation the main time for those of you still with us here in New York let's go down to 
Washington and take a look at the well we were thought we were going down for the Democratic 
headquarters down there but we'll come back there a little bit later meanwhile let's check in with Grant 
Holcomb out on the western for Walter we have three fairly good sets of figures here from Arizona Colorado 
and from New Mexico let's start first with Arizona because we have 13% of the vote in now when 13% of the 
vote was in four years ago President Eisenhower was leading Adlai Stevenson he had approximately 41,000 
votes at that time President Eisenhower Adlai Stevenson had 23 thousand votes here in Arizona happen 
from the Phoenix area and Maricopa County it's been acknowledged by the Kennedy people in Arizona that 
if they lose Maricopa County by more than 15,000 votes they're going to have trouble in the outlying counties 
as yet we haven't had any reports in Arizona from the 
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had any reports in Arizona from the Tucson area but they'll be coming along in just a few moments this vote 
again is interesting because Arizona as a state has never voted for a losing presidential candidate well let's 
move down to panels now the state of Colorado Colorado has six electoral votes and we have just one 
percent of the vote in at the present time these votes are from in and around the Denver area Denver County 
is expected to be a toss-up County Mixson leading Kennedy in 1956 President Eisenhower was leading at 
this time of the evening in Colorado in Denver County was leading Adlai Stevenson by approximately two to 
one Colorado does not have an expert record as a state voting with the winning candidate it has both a 
wrong four times a couple of times with Bryan at the turn of the century at voted for Wendell Willkie and it 
voted before doing now let's move on down several panels to New Mexico because the votes are becoming 
come in from the New Mexico area and we find that this figure is an interesting one because it's from the 


Albuquerque area it's from the Heights area and Albuquerque it's not at all surprising because that is an area 
that the professionals in Mexico figured would go Republican at the vote that everybody is waiting for in the 
New Mexico area is the vote that comes along the eastern part of the state portion of the state that is called 
little Texas that's the one where the experts so far up until the closing of the polls claim that they just didn't 
know how it was going to go because a religious issue in that area that they called little Texans it's all New 
Mexico's four electoral votes with just a very small percentage in there in the Nixon column at the moment 
but those 
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the Nixon column at the moment but those votes are from the Albuquerque area from the heights area in and 
around Albuquerque and they are not at all surprising or upsetting to the Kennedy people it might be 
interesting to know to the New Mexico has never voted or a losing presidential candidate we've got just a 
second so let's move back over to Arizona and take a look at that gubernatorial race in Arizona because we 
do have some late returns on that and the Republican incumbent Paul Fannin is leading in Arizona again the 
Ackermann the Democratic candidate is under the impression that he certainly cannot lose in Maricopa 
County by more than 15,000 and have any hope of winning the state well that's pretty much the situation in 
the western part of the country at this hour stay tuned for more election returns on the CBS television 
network 
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
